Getting btarted 


Ready to start styling? Learn about your kit supplies! } 


Memory wire will keep its shape, 
so you don’t need a clasp to 
hold it together. Stretch the wire 
around the doll with the opening q 
in back, and the wire will snap 

into place. Ask an adult to bend 

the ends with pliers. Be care- 

ful with pointy ends—they could 

scratch. 


Braid, twist, or knot floss to 

create different jewelry designs. 
Mix and match colors to accent 
your doll’s outfits. 


The ends of the ribbon can some- 
times fray, but it will help if you 
cut each end into a V. 


The stickiness on your rhinestone 
earrings won’t last forever, so use 
them for special occasions. 


Plastic cord will stretch over 

your doll’s hands. Just be sure 
not to stretch it too much or it 
might break. Hemp tends to stay 
curled, but wetting it and laying it 
straight to dry helps. 


Make necklaces or bracelets with 
ball chains. Slip a single ball at 
the end of the ball chain into the 
clasp and tug to close.

Add a drop of glue to 
the end knot. Trim ends.
